In addition to these centers of agitation, Bucharest also has 315 FDP 
circles, operated by approximately 3,600 agitators Housewives, pensioners, 
small merchants, and others form discussion groups of 10 to 20 families 
Agitators are then dispatched to visit each family of the group to teach it 
the sections of the new constitution f h) 

By far the greatest agitation work is performed at industrial institu- 
tions , For example, regular instruction is given at the Republic* Steel 
Plant, Public Food Supply Trust, Brancovenesc Hospital, and other institutions 
of V r Lenin Raion Agitators of this raion have a twofold duty.-, to in- 
doctrinate the workers in enterprises and to beautify and modernize the parks, 
hemes, and. public buildings of the raion. ( 1 ) 

Despite such intense efforts, there still remains much room for improve- 
ment, Several primary party organizations showed a lack of care in the organi- 
zation of political work For example, on 3- July 1952, 180 agitators from the 
Vulcan Machinery ana Equipment Plant were scheduled to moke a house-to-house 
campaign in the virinity of the plant Two days prior to the campaign, the 
party committee of Lenin Raion was instructed to assign the names of the 
streets which had to be visited by the factory employees However, because of 
gross negligence, the committee failed to turn over these names to the agita- 
tors until a short time prior to their departure Because of this delay, only 
a handful of the 1 Q 0 agitators found it possible to start their visiting tour. ( 5 )

Scanteia also detailed agitation activity in Craiova aa follows (summary): 
Numerous enterprises in Craiova organized local bureaus of the FDP to train ac- 
tivists, representatives , and other party workers The following members were 
chosen at the Elec troputere Electrical Equipment Plant. Gheorghe Marculescu, 
secretary of the party committee: Gheorghe Tranca, secretary of the enterprise 
committee; Staklvinovites Constantin Teodorovici, Constantin* Voicila and Aurel 
Gasca; technician Ion Logofatu, and many others These members form the local 
FDP branch. and devote their time exclusively to interesting the workers in the 
new constitutional provisions (b) 
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At the 7 Noembrie Plant, new members were likewise elected to the local 
bureau of the FDP.. These were lathe operators Tod Terziu and Hie Nisipeanu; 
Stakhanovite Constantin Puica; smelter Pavel. Nitov, and technician Gheorghe 
Nitu (4) 

Agitation point No 1 at CFR (Rumanian Railroads) Craiova is visited daily 
by 1 SC-200 workers; likewise, centers No 1 and 4 in nearby Baile6ti are visited 
every day by 50-60 peasants.. Lectures are a] so given at the Vasile Roaita Cul- 
tural Home on. the following topics ’’The Rights and Duties of the Rumanian 
Citizen," "Work. Jr an Honorable Activity," "The Creation of the Hungarian Au- 
tonomous Regiuoe," and "Equality Under the Law for the Rumanian Woman. " (6) 

Every nearby village arranges weekly discussion groups on the new con-' 
stitution. Alma ju village in particular was exceptionally thorough in its 
work All fences and walls of this village were lined with articles and pic- 
tures prepared by the FDP (6)

Sc an tea a of 5 -August reported on agitation Id Galati as follows (summary) « 
After completing a course of instruction of over 100 new propagandists, the 
city council of Galati established a rigid agitation schedule for fall 1952. 

From a group of over 2,300 agitators, 300 were selected and divided into two 
groups. These groups were dispatched every Sunday into Galati, Bujoru, and 
Maicanesti raicns to distribute the latest directives. The remaining agita- 
tors were assigned to work in the 53 agitation points of Galati, which are 
located in the »j l r. nr a 1 centers, clubs, and such heavily frequented areas as 
the railroad station, city hall, and town square ^ ) 

Hunedoar a 

The same source covered agitation in Hunedoera as follows (summary) 

Numerous meetings took place throughout Hunedoara Regiune to establish the 
local committees of the FDP Consequently , committees were set up in eight 
cities and 108 communes for the purpo.se organizing agitation points As late 
as 2 August. 1952, five points were organized in Lupeni, Huaedoara , Alba, Dev« , 
and Benic (7' . " 

Lupeni held a festival in honor of the opening of the first agitation 
point The event was attended by many local dignitaries, such as Stakhano- 
vites loan Demi an and Adam Max .tin, techai* laos A.vram Dutu and Toma Hategan, 
and leading agitators such as Elisabeta Dobroschi and Elisei Chisu.(7) 

At the same time, discussions ver* held concerning the duties of agita- 
tors in comer tier- with the constitution The plan of agitation was discussed 
for 20 consecutive days, and, ir efta-nce, it railed for individual consulta- 
tion with the people, conferences, radio auditions, and various cultural ac-

Scantela 1 s report about agitation in Ploesti was published as follows 
(summary h The regiune council of the FDP in Ploesti organized 700 agitation 
points throughout the regiune, in order to draw a larger number of workers 
into discussion groups. Each agitation point is supplied with pamphlets con- 
taining the constitutional text and related statutes. All points condense 
their activities into a period, which has proved a considerable success „

By far the leading agitation center of Ploesti Regiune is located at the 
Urlati Oil Field, The drillers of this enterprise meet regularly to praise 
the achievements of the new regime and to criticize former conditions. Article 
79 of the constitution, guaranteeing old-age pensions to workers, is especially 
emphasized at all meetings ( 8 )
